Persons who establish nursing training 
schools must possess svecial qualifications. 

"It is hereby notified that any person who 
desires to establish a nursing taining school must first 
register with the 3ureau of Social ‘Affairs. Its insteructons 
must be emanined by the Bureau of Health. Persons who 
have already ovendéd >ursing training school should also 


obaserve this »vrocedure. Offenders will be dealt with."

according to information received by the 
City Government from the Aviation Society, the 
shun Pao on June 15,1936, published a report regarding 
the anti-poisonous gas practice exhibition by the 
People's anti-Froison srirst Aid Research society. 
this society was not registered and its activities 
were improper. the Shun ao on November 12 published 
a@ report regarding a book entitled "Knowledge for 
Aerial Frecautions® published and sold by the People's 


Aerial xHesearch Society. On December 5 the Sin Wan rao

published an advertisement by the People's Ambulance 
training Institute, another illegal body. Investigations 
were later made and it was ascertained that the last 
named body had an office at 359 Burkill Road and the :

Aas regards the People's Anti-Poison xesearch society, 
this was established by one Zien Zee sih and is now 
being controlled by Yang Tsoo Jung. ‘the office is in 
#rench Concession. 

rhe foregoing societies are illegal vodies as they 
are not properly registered with the Authorities. 
furthermore all aerial societies or offices should be 
controlled and operated by the Aviation society. 
It is therefore requested that these societies and 
their activities be suppressede As regards the book 
"Knowledge for aerial rrecautions®, an application should 
be sent to the Ministry of Interior for censorship and 
registration. 

Apart from writing? the authorities concerned in this 
matter, this letter is forwarded with the request that 4 


the above mentioned secieties be suppressed.
